Communicati on with other computers and programs i s one 
D-f the greatest uses for your Mod 100, and yet , it is al so 
one of the most mysterious! Someone called to inquire as 
to how one could transfer a praqram from the 100 (TEXT) to 
the Model 1 SuperScri psj t word processing program. 
Although this seemed like a straight-forward question which 
needed an equally straight-forward (and easy) answer, I 
real i zed that X had not, until this time, actually 
attempted to transfer 100 files to SuperScripsi t — oven 
though I have used SuperScripsi t almoat exclusively for 
over one year f 



Whereas many wcjrd processing programs produce files 
which are in ASCII format, SuperScri pai t does not. There 
is, however. an ASCI I uti 1 ity option provided with 
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SuperScrip»it (the opening Menu shows the +Qllowinqi)

It seemed obvious that all which Mould be required to 
make 100 files compatable with SuperScr ipsi t would be to 
choose the <A> option, answer al I the prompts correct 1 y and 
wai t for the maoic conversion to take pi ace * One thinp I 
have lonq since learned about computina is that thinas 
don't always do what one miqht enpect ! When this option is 
chosen, the system works for a few seconds and then returns 
the error statement. "PAST END OF FILE." I was certain 
that the problem had occurred in the transfer (usi nq 
MODEMBO) and that MQDEMBO had somehow failed to write an 
EOF <end of file) marker to the newly transferred file. I 
subsequently used SUPERZAP to examine the file, and 
discovered that the last byte of the file was not 00 as i s 
required by the <A> option in BuperScripsi t . It occurred 
to me that I had probably faced this same problem earlier 
when attempt Inq to transfer f i les from Scripsit to 
SuperScripsi t. In order to do this, the file must be Saved 
usinq the S,A option <SAVE in ASCII format.) 

My options were now either (1) enter SUPERZAP and 
patch the last byte (the one following the OD at the end of 
the file) or (2) load the file into Scripsit and re- save 
the file using the S,A option. Both of these options work 
correct 1 y, but create an extra step which i s an annoyance. 
At this writing, I have not solved the annoyance, although 
I have employed both f requentl y. I con si dered wr i t ing a 
short program to add the 00 to the end of the file, but i t 
seemed easi er for me to i nvoke one of the above ment 1 oned 
solutions. One addi ti onal opti on would be to use the file 
created by the 100 and bypass SuperScr i psi t by on! y using 
Scripsit (a good program for non-complex text f i les. ) Do 
any of you Mod 100 users have better sol uti ons?

PORTABLE MODEL 4 
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The new computer cataloa advertises a portabla Model 
4. Good idea, but rather late! The price is 1 ess than 
that -for a Model 4 and the keyboard is separate like an 
IBH- The display is smaller, but should be adequate and 
there mrB two thin-line floppy drive*. The weiqht is 
comparable to other portables, which means you need a hand 
truck it you are qoinq to carry it around very lonq. 

I wonder who niqht buy this machine? li I were 
wal king in o-f f the street to buy a computer, and saw the 
portable with all the features of the Model 4 and at a 
couple of a hundred dollars less than the Model 4, there is 
a very qood chance that I wouldn't even consider the desk 
top Model 4. Dn the other hand, if I wal ked in wi thout any 
computer knowledqe, but had read advertisements, why would 
I pay «1800 for a Portable 4 WITHOUT software, when I could 
buy a comparable Kaypro for a few hundred less or other 
make (Chameleon IBM Compatible for «1995) WITH bundled 
software? 

I am afraid that the low-end Radio Shack line may be • 
dyinq breed unlcs* they examine the realities of marketinq 
to the public as a whole. The buyer now is less 
sophisticated than before. Most of the technically 
competent or technoloqical 1 y curious already have 
computers. The people who need to be reached now are Mr. 
and Mrs. (Ms.?) John Q. Public. They need a machine that 
can be pluqqed in and ready to ao. They don't want to pay 
almost as much or more for the software as they did for the 
machine. Perhaps the problem with Tandy is that they »r9 
tryinq to make biq * off the software and they also want to 
sell their machines. The non software vendor, tryinq to 
sell a piece of hardware, can see spending several tens of 
thousands for a license to resell as many copies of 
software as they wish. They are mainly trying to make 
their machine attractive. Tandy needs to make * on their 
software AND sell hardware. I wonder if this is why they 
aren't bundling software. 

Apparat is, according to rumors from two different 
sources, qettinq out of the Radio Shack software business. 
They will concentrate on the IBM machine. How many others 
will follow suit? The IBM PCDOS (MSDOS) is almost an 
industry standard and IBM has a GIGANTIC share of the 
market when one considers the short time they have been 
selling machines to the home/smal 1 user market. Even HP, 
notsd for their independence, has come out with a personal 
computer using MSDOS f Haw 1 onq mi 1 1 peopl e continue to buy 
Tandy machines without bundled software and mainly 
supported by a non-standard operati nq system? 

My quess is that unless Tandy comes out soon with an 
IBM compat i bl e machine, we wi 1 1 f i nd the onl y people buying 
further 1 ow end Radio Shack machines Are those who already 
have an investment i n software and want to conti nue to use 
it. 
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If vou look «t the bul k o+ the users i n our club, 1 1 
seems to me that most of them are " t inkerers. " They Mant 
their machine -for a f eM "real " reasons and thev mai nl v want 
to explore the nays to use the mac hi ne and "pi av" wi th new 
programs and see what the mac hi ne can do. They sre curious 
and want to 1 earn how to use a new tool . If thev ^rn 1 ucky 
they have a mini mal amouht of real honest -to-qoodn ess use 
for their mac hi ne so thev justi f y an ex pens i ve toy or have 
fairly qood reasons to write it off on their income tax 
return. (The onl y di f f erence between men and bov5 i s the 
cost of their toys. ) 

I would wonder i f we wi 1 1 see Portabl e 4 machi nes in 
time for Chri stmas and steep drops in pr i ces after 
Christmas and bundled software when Tandy realizes that 
they can' t compete in the market qi ven their i maqe as TRASH 
80 producers and a 1 ack of aqqressi ve publ icity. It still 
seems to me i n my contact with a wi de variety of f i rst-ti me 
users in the classes I teach that the majority of people 
St i 1 1 con si der the RS machi nes as toys not worthy of 
serious consideration. 

How Mi 1 1 Tandy low-end machines compete aqai nst the 
new Apple Macintosh or the IBM Peanut? If they reach the 
market before Christmas and/or if Coleco's ADAM qets to the 
stores, which will sell? The future is qoinq to be 
interesti nq. 

MODEL A SOFTWARE 

Btrawflower Radio Shack in Half Moon Bay has CP/M 2.2 
for the Model 4, but when I visited them, they had sent all 
their packaqes for upqradinq to remove buqs. They were 
recei vinq phone cal 1 s from all over the Western US wanting 
the packaqe si nee Pickl es and Trout was ref errinq peopl e 
who called them about CP/M for the Model 4 to Strawflower. 

Supposedly the packaqe is basically sound and will 
convert to and from 20 different disk formats. The author 
savB that until the Model 4 supports Q" drives, he doesn't 
know if his CP/M will work on B" drives with a non Tandy 
control ler . 

Radio Shack Computer Center in San Jose has Multiplan 
and reqular Bcripsit for the Model 4. Multiplan appears to 
onlv run in the main 64K. Too bad, since it will probably 
suffer the same problems that Visicalc does with too small 
a spreadsheet. The rumor is that Superscripsi t will be oitt 
soon supporting the SO column display and that there will 
probably be a no cost or low cost upgrade available. The 
first week in October they report that they expect CP/M 
from Tandy any time. 

OTHER SOFTWARE NOTES 
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There is an excellent BASIC pragram on the bulletin 
board (HEADER/HAS) by Mark Sills and Pete Huntsinqer nhich 
Mill put a title -far you on a VISICALC printout and also 
qiv» vou the print options ♦or settinq vour MXHO or MXSO 
compatible printer be-fore printing your spreadsheet. 

By the time you read this, there will be a BASIC 
program on the bulletin board, BCRIPLST/BAB, which I wrote 
to print alphabetised lists o-f SuperScr ipsi t -files and 
their user comments in the block that appears at the 
opening menu. This pragram runs under NEWDOSBO V2, so 
don't try to use it from TRSDOS. The program will search 
the speci-fied diskette for all SuperScr ipsi t programs, read 
the in-formation you have typed in the header block, 
alphabet! ze the entr i es and qi ve you a printer and/or 
screen display of the entries. I ^ind it handy to have 
when I have several diskettes jammed with documents that I 
use in teaching classes. If vou use this, you may -find it 
handy to ignore the Radio Shack prompts in the header block 
and just put in your own descriptive information, including 
dates. 

Another good proqram is SUPLIST3/CMD and BUPLIST/CMD 
which arB Model III and 1 versi ons of a pri nt inq program 
for BASIC. Thi 5 pragram runs guickl y , unl i ke many other 
"pretty listing" programs and it counts the bytes in your 
proqram and the number o-f lines. It makes it much easier 
to see what a BASIC program does by putting each statement 
on a separate line and spacinq over so the line numbers 
stand out at the le^^t , 

Perhaps the disk librarian should go through the 
bulletin board library and start to make available 
diskettes o-f programs -from the bulletin board -for those who 
don' t have access to the bulletin board or who prefer to 
not tie up the phone 1 i nes aettinq proqram o-f -f the bui let i n 
board.

Thi 5 month is a really biq month. You will not ice that 
the circuit is somewhat di f f erent -from the one two months 
ago. This one is the complete phone line inter-face. You can 
take this one as -far as using it to dial with <use the 'on 
hook control' pin). Let's go through a -few o* the changes. 

Some o-f the parts need a little explanation. The 4 
op-c^mps i-.r I- in one 14 pin ic package. There are 2 numbers 
gi ven and ei ther one may be used wi th no changes to the 
cir cui t connect! ons. 

I wnul d suggest that, unl ess vou know subtract i on of 
siqnals in op -amp circuits, you bui Id the 2-4 wire circuit 
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exactly as ehoMn. 

Two adjustments Bre avai 1 able, and c ar e+ul altent i on 
must be paid to these. I'll describe these -fully later. 

There are now 2 trans-formers on the phone 1 ine. A 
single transformer cannot provide the ' dc holding current' 
necessary to keep the phone 1 ine act i ve, and a single 
transformer can cause some unacceptabl e di s tort ion at 
higher transmit levels. 

The relay on the 'ring" line is -for either computer or 
some kind of digital <TTL> level control of 'off-hook'. 
Di al i ng with this rel ay i s done through appropr i atel y 1 1 med 
pulses. (More in a later article) It may be replaced with a 
swi tch, but my suggest! on is to install the relay and a 
manual switch in parallel. This will gl ve you use of the 
rel ay at a later ti me and immedi ate use of the circuit now. 

Speci f ics about Figure lA and the Transformers 

The 2 to 4 wire converter i s a subtract! on circuit. It 
simpl y removes what is being transmitted from what is being 
recei ved. That way, the signal on ' RXCAR' is onl y what has 
been transmi tted from the modem or person on the other end 
of the phone 1 i ne. RB i s a matchi nq resi stor . The val ue of 
the 2 transformers and R8 a,rB egual to about 600 ohms, 
which is the i mpedance of the phone 1 ine. 

The transformers <see previous article for address to 
buy these) are 1:1 . That is, there are the same number of 
turns of wire on the pri mary as there are on the secondary. 

Adjustments to TXCAR and RXCAR 

R2 and RIO are to adjust the transmi t and recei ve 
level respect i vel y. If you are usi nq thi s circuit to talk 
and 1 i sten on the phone, adjust RIO unt i 1 you are 
comfortable wi th what you hear from the other end. Ad just 
R2 unt i 1 the person at the other end i s comf ortabl e wi th 
the volume they hear . For a modem. ad justment is a little 
more complex . Once connected to some transmitting device 
(modem or whatever > point TPA must be ad justed to -10.0 db 
pi us or mi nus Idh. Point TPB must be adjusted so the 
receiver works properly. It reguires some testing on your 
part . If you are receiving one modem ok and not another , 
si mpl y adjust unti 1 both work proper 1 y. 

I real i ze that some of the notes and adjustments are 
not easy to communi cate clear 1 y i n pr i nt . That is why my 
home phone is included in this article. (40B) 378~1??3 . If 
you have guest i ons or comments, ei ther 1 eave a mt^ssaqe t o 
me on BBUG-BO bbs or phone me.

The model 4 bank switches 32t'; at a time. When using 
the Model 1 1 1 mode, you MUST 1 eave the bottom 32K 
undisturbed as far as I can tell. You can switch either of 
the extra 32K banks into the top 32K of memory and then 
return to the "original" configuration with another byte 
sent to the proper port. Every time I have tried to copy 
the operating system and RCH1 to a bank in upper memory with 
an LDIR and then tried to transfer that bank from the e^itra 
area into the lower memory, the system crashes. 
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I have a suspicion that you coul d wr i te a mac hi ne 1 anq 
proqram that woul d jump to upper memory, copy the requi red 
in+ormati on, swap 1 ower memory and then jump back , al 1 DWinq 
you to then modify lower memorv and previously ROMed code. 
I haven' t had t i me to try that however . Reboot i nq the 
BVStem DOES NOT disturb the two extra 32K banlis as -far a« I 
can t«l 1 and the cade is'stil] intact when examining those 
bankm.
